NEW YORK—Anti-Nazi circles 
are jubilant over Germany’s decis- 
ion, announced to the State Depart- 
ment by Ambassador Hans Dieck- 
hoff, to withdraw from the 1939 
New York World’s Fair.

Head Of U.S. Chassidic 
Rabbis Dies In New York

NEW YORK—American Jews 
_/will be asked next month to reg- 
ister their approval or disapproval 
of creation of a Jewish State in 
Palestine in the first national ref- 
erendum on that and three other 
questions affecting Jewish life here 
and throughout the world, it was 
announced at a luncheon to repre- 
sentatives of the press by the 
American Jewish Congress. 

The plebiscite will be held June 
25, 26, 27, simultaneously with the 
national] elections to select 400 dele- 
gates from 304 cities in the United 
States to an extraordinary session 
of the American Jewish Congress 
scheduled for September. Purchas- 
ers of the ten-cent certificates en- 
titling them to vote for delegates 
will have the right to cast ballots 
in the plebiscite which, it was an- 
nounced, will in all probability be 
conducted by mail. 


The four questions to be put to 
registrants were announced as fol- 
lows: (1) Shall the American Jew- 
ish Congress, established on a dem- 
ocratic basis in accordance with 
American ideals, be the representa- 
tive agency of the Jews of America 
in defense of equal rights of Jews? 
(2) Do you favor the reorganiza- 
tion of American Jewish communi- 
ties on a democratic representative 
basis; and the management of all 
community activities (including 
federations and welfare funds) on 
the same democratic, representative 
principle? (3) Do you favor estab- 
lishment of a free Jewish State in 
Palestine? (4) Do you favor the 
continuance of the boycott against 
Nazi Germany, including within the 
boycott the recently annexed pro- 
vince of Austria?

NEW YORK—The rising tide of 
anti-Semitism in Europe, which has 
deprived more than 6,000,000 Jews 
and non-Aryans of a birthright, 
may some day sweep across the 
United States if Christian America 
does not aggressively challenge the 
menace, the Rev. Dr. Conrad Hoff- 
man, Jr., assistant secretary of the 
Board of National Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church of the U.S. A, 
declared at the Adams Memorial 
Presbyterian Church. 

Saying that the general run of 
German people were not any more 
anti-Semitic than the average 
American, Dr. Hoffman described 
them as “being spoon-fed with 
propaganda against the Jews.” He 
added “Americans scoff at the pos- 
sibility of anti-Semitism sweeping 
this country, but let us remember 
that fundamentally the only differ- 
ence between a lynching in the 
United States and a pogrom in Po- 
land is that in the former instance 
it is usually a Negro who is perse- 
cuted and in the latter a Jew. 
Christian love is the only manner 
in which the problem of the Jew 
wil] be solved in the world today.”

Jewish Welfare Spring Campaign Now On ‘On Q 





Drive For Funds 
Set By 54 Cities

NEW YORK— Jewish welfare 
fund spring campaigns, combining 
community fund-raising efforts for 
local, regional, national and over- 
seas needs, have been announced in 
54 cities in the United States and 
Canada, it was stated today by the 
Council] of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds. 

The goals set range from the 
$750,000 sought by the Chicago 
Jewish Welfare Fund to the $700 
aimed at by the Jewish Welfare 
Board of Vallejo, California, which 
is holding its first joint fund-rais- 
ing drive this year. Hartford, Mil- 
waukee and Winnipeg are also con- 
ducting their first welfare fund 
campaigns this spring. 

Of the 27 welfare funds which 
have reported their goals for both 
1937 and 1938 to the Council, 16 
have set higher quotas this year 
than they did in 1937, nine are 
seeking the same amounts and only 
two have announced slightly lower 
figures. 

Five communities have already 
held their campaigns and announc- 
ed the results. Columbia, S. C., has 
raised $1,500; Des Moines, Iowa, 
$31,852; New Orleans, La., $59,- 
100; Sedalia, Mo., $1,000; and Sel- 
ma, Ala., $3,905. New Orleans is 
the first city this year to over- 
subscribe its goal, 

Most of the cities conducting 
campaigns in April and May will 
allocate their funds to the two ma- 
jor overseas agencies, the Joint 
Distribution Committee and _ the 
United Palestine Appeal, under an 
agreement between the two organ- 
izations to divide all funds collect- 
ed for them on the basis of 60 per 
cent for the J.D.C. and 40 percent 
for the U.P.A. The agreement is 
applicable to al] communities which 
have welfare funds affiliated with 
the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds. 

The number of welfare funds, 
through which communities have 
done away with competitive fund- 
raising by many organizations ,in 
the same city, has grown from 52 
in 1984 to 114 in 1987. In the 
same period, the estimated amounts 
ious Jewish causes has increased 
from $1,275,000 to $4,250,000.

Unhappy Fate? 

Perhaps there is some room for 
questioning whether the Jewish 
people as a whole, throughout the 
world, want to accept once more 
this role of military guardians, at 
least on the terms on which it is 
now offered to them. Perhaps it 
is a matter for rather unhappy re- 
flection that the Jews whose fate 
for 2,000 years has taught them 
to loathe the rule of force, should 
be thrust into such a role. 

These speculations, however, 
may be brushed aside if one ques- 
tion can be answered in the affirm- 
ative. Are Hanita and projected 
similar settlements going to be 
places where Jews can really es- 
tablish homes and make a living? 
It would appear that the Jewish 
Agency does not hope for the set- 
tlements to be even partly self- 
supporting for a long time. Pro- 
vision has been made for com- 
pletely financing Hanita from na- 
tional funds for two years, Amer- 
ican Jewry has contributed the 
major portion of the funds so far. 
It seems to me that the British 
army might legitimately be called 
upon to provide at least part of the 
money. The Jewish National Home 
would certainly not accept the-fin- 
ancing of its colonies by Britain, 
but she might very well pay at 
least for the military equipment 
with which her empire is being de- 
fended, as she should pay for all, 
and not merely part, of the vast 
military cost of protecting her 
strategic interests in Palestine.

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Gov. Moore’s Stand And The Jewish Laymen 


i his reproach of the Newark Conference of 

the Methodist Episcopal Church for its adop- 
tion of the report of its social service commis- 
sion calling upon Jersey City churches to open 
their buildings for meetings barred by Mayor 
Frank Hague and civil authorities, New Jersey’s 
Governor A. Harry Moore, lined himself on the 
side of the Jewish laymen in their fight against 
the rabbinate. 

When the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis (Reform) advocated a more equitable sys- 
tem of government, the laymen of Reform Jewry 
looked askance at the forward-looking pronounce- 
ment of the rabbinate and sought some rein on 
future declarations for the same tendency. This 
disapproval finds expression in Governor Moore’s 
words: “It’s the duty of the Church to build 
men. Settling the affairs of the state’ is not 
the duty of the church, nor doing the things the 
world can do better than the church, but build- 
ing men for God.” 

Gov. Moore would relegate the Church to its 
hereditary position of impotence, a position which 
Church leaders of the present have refused to 
accept. “The ultimate issue,’ the Rev. Dr. Sam- 
uel McCrea Cavert, general secretary of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches said last year in this 
paper “concerns our whole conception of the 
nature of the Church in relation to society...... 
It is not the function of the Church merely to ex- 
press the ideals and aspirations of a particular 
culture or a particular generation...... As Rein- 
hold Niebuhr puts it, the average church appears 
as hardly more than ‘a quasi-religious and quasi- 
cultural enterprise which “is frequently content 
to add a pious phrase to whatever values, cul- 
tural, socia] and political, the community may be 
pursuing’ ”, 


As sure as you are reading this paper, the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis, at its 
annual meeting will censure the Y. M. H. A. of 
Jersey City for its cancellation of a meeting of 
a group opposing Mayor Frank Hague. Rabbi 
Sidney E Goldstein, assistant to Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise at the Free Synagogue, made several 
talks in Jersey City denouncing the stand of the 
Y. M. H. A. boards in furthering Mayor Hague’s 
deprivation of the rights of free speech to op- 
position groups. The Social Justice Commission 
of the C. C, A. R. has the fire of prophetic spirit 
in its utterances, as past declarations from that 
socially-minded body has shown, 

But Governor Moore’s insistance that the 
Church in its assistance to the downtrodden is ex- 
ceeding its role, indicates that political and 
economic leaders of the nation, along with the 
Jewish leaders of the same classifications have 
refused to accept the new declaration of religion’s 
mission in the world. 

It will be a battle. And it is quite probable 
that the outcome of the battle will determine in 
very large part the future of civilization. Every 
collapse of the Church in recent years has been 
a flaming example of organized religion’s failure 
to keep the word of the Prophets or Christ, as 
you will. In Russia, in Mexico, in Spain, the 
Church’s refusal to espouse the right of the poor 
has resulted in rebellion. The age of enlighten- 
ment has resulted in an age of rebellion. The 
church’s only hope is in social justice and the 
Rabbinical Assembly and the C. C. A. R., as they 
should be, are in the front in the fight for this 
concept. 

It is Gov. Moore and the continued decadence 
of the Church, or it is the Methodist Episcopal’s 
epening of its church doors and the age of new 
progress. 


Rabbis Should Solicit Membersh ips For The Publication Society 


HE Boston Jewish Advocate in advocating 

editorially last week support for the Jewish 
Publication Society of America touches upon a 
problem in connection with rabbis and Jewish 
literature in the home which will continue to be 
an enigma as long as spiritual leaders continue 
their physical apathy towards the Society. 

Mentally and spiritually every rabbi is a sup- 
porter of the Jewish Publication Society. They 
are backers of the society in the same way in 
which they approve of every beneficent Jewish 
group. A member of the Society receives an- 
nually for his minimum dues three fine Jewish 
volumes, either of the current publications of the 
Society, or of past volumes, and the effectiveness 
in regards to cultivation of Jewish interest and 
affiliation of this type of persuasion can be mea- 
sured only in many, many synagogue attendances 
and many, many B’nai B’rith meetings, or many, 
many donations to Jewish drives. 

If then, membership in the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society, has a fine tendency towards infil- 
tration in the home of a healthy interest in Jew- 
ish affairs, then it is emphatically logical that 
the task of every rabbi would be lightened in 


direct ratio to the number of the members of - 


his congregations that belong to the Society. 
Then, it follows, that it could be expected that 
Rabbis would engage in an active solicitation, 
either by personal contact, or by pulpit exhorta- 
tion, for memberships. 

Yet in this paper’s memory, no rabbi has 
ever adopted such a program. 

In The Advocate’s editorial, mention was 
made that a paid representative of the society, 
Rabbi Louis J. Haas, was in Boston to solicit 
memberships. That is as it should be; but his 
task and the task of Maurice Jacobs, energetic 
secretary of the society would be considerably 
lessened by real cooperation from the rabbinate. 

Jewish Book Week, an annual affair, could 
well be the occasion for a united effort by rabbis 
everywhere for a spirited drive. 

A member of the Jewish Publication Society 
is the finest potential synagogue member, the 
finest potential subscriber to this paper, the finest 
potential contributor to annual drives, the finest 
potential Jewish leader—that is, if he is not al- 
ready at the top in each of these categorical im- 
peritives for wholesome Jewish life in America.

H. L. Meites, Publisher Of The Chicago Jew- 
ish Chronicle On The Jewishness Of Jewish Org- 
anizations.—There is a growing demand, through- 
out the country, that Jewish social workers be 
more Jewish in thought and in action, and be 
identified with Jewish activities outside of their 
own narrow sphere. Unfortunately most of our 
Jewish social service leaders are, at best, passive 
to Jewish life and tradition’ ang devote all their 
energies to their profession. The same is true 
of Jewish clubs which are devoid of everything 
Jewish.

For all intents and purposes it is a distinct Jew- 
ish organization serving the Jews of Chicago in 
an admirable and laudable manner. But as this 
club serves bread on Pessach it not only violates 
Jewish tradition but shows poor judgment. We 
have received several complaints, during the week, 
on that score and advised the complaintants to 
take the matter up with the management of the 


club or with their respective Rabbis, who may be 
members of the club. A Jewish club should ob- 
serve Jewish reigious traditions and Jewish cus- 
toms if it is to be known as a Jewish institution 
and deserve the appellation. As one member 
aptly pointed out, the Irish Fellowship Club will 
not serve its members with meat on Friday, while 
the Covenant Club does not draw the line at all

“And while standing guard and 
laboring in the youngest of the 
new Jewish settlements of Eretz 
Israel, we turn to our brethren 
throughout the Diaspora, to all to 
whom the Upbuilding of the Home- 
land is precious, with the appeal: 
Continue the work you have begun! 
Do not permit Hanita to be the only 
settlement in this part of Galilee! 
Ensure, while the opportunity still 
remains, that new land shall be 
acquired in this region, that new 
settlement points shal] arise. En-~ 
able the creation of a chain of Jew- 
ish villages in these mountains of 
Naphtali on then orthern boundary 
of our Homeland, 

“We are not alone; hundreds of 
others are prepared to do what we 
have done. All that is lacking 8 
the land.
